Recent chemical discoveries have 
simplified spraying, market expansion has been made 
possible by modern methods of freezing, home freezing 
units, frozen food locker plants, new methods of canning 
and keeping fruit fresh in storage. Planting of properly 
located orchards consisting of improved varieties has 
promise of being a profitable investment. 


IMPROVED MARKETS. Population in the South has 
advanced with industrial development. Improved high- 
way and hauling facilities are enabling markets, large 
and small, to provide consumers with fresh fruit daily 
from the orchard. For such a market it is advisable to 
plant a larger assortment of varieties ripening over a 
longer period.
